Weeden Frame 


There have been a number 
of other proposals to prefab- 
ricate houses for Eilat. The 


latest. and one which might 
be carried out. comes from 
Isashest in Nahariva, which 
has cesigned a panel in var- 
fous standerd dimensions. It. 
consists of a woocen frame 
1 which a sheet of asbestos- 
cement ig fastened on either 
side. The five-centimetre in- 


sulating space in between is 
stiffened internally and filled 
with rock-wool, 


The company would like to 
market these standard panels 
for contractors to erect 
according to their own 
lay-out requirements (they 
may even be used in multi- 
storey construction if  sus- 
pended from a_ reinforced 
concrete frame). They show- 
ed what could be done with 
their standard panels in the 
show house they built at 
the Bait veGan exhibition. 
But contractors are -up 
against official conservatism, 
whatever new method of 
building they propose to use. .
